THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 

The country will ge the Louisiana mes- 
sage of the President a close perusal and a 
hearty welcome. It is a calm and consider- 
ate review of all the-facts, and a knowledge 
of the truth is essential to any intelligent | 
judgment upon the transactions in New Or- 
leans. The President reviews the deplorable 
condition of affairs that has existed in Louisi- 
ana since the reconstruction of the State. 
This condition has been growing worse until 
it has reached that point when the murder of 
a colored man or of a white Republican has 
ceased to offend the public sentiment, and 
has ceased to be prosecuted and punished as 
a crime. Typ 872 occurred the disputed elec- 
tion; Ketzoce and MoEwzry both claiming 
to be elected Governor. The President at 
that time was forced to exercise the power ) 
invested in him by the act of 1795, and 
recognized Krizoce as Governor. Whether 
Kro was elected Governor or not, tle 
President thinks his claim was much bet ter 
than that of McEwzry.

The President reminds Congress that in 
1875 he urged such legislation as would set- 
tle this vexed business in Louisiana, and he 


very justly suggests that the failure of Con- 


gress to act has had the effect to encourage 
thie strife. Repeating his objections to being 
dalled upon to employ the military in any- 
thing like interference with State Govern- 
ments, he again urges that Congress shall 
take such action as may dispose of the mat- 
ter, promising that, so far as such legislation 
requires action on his part, he will rigidly 
enforce it without fear or favor. 

The President, having thus answered the 
resolution calling for information, places this 
whole matter where it properly belongs,—be- 
fore Congress, - and that body cannot do bet- 
ter than give its prompt attention to the sub- 
ject, and not leave Louisiana and the country 
exposed to the danger of renewed civil war, 
excitement, and bad blood.

GOLD BANKS. 
The National Banking act provides that a 
bank wishing to issue notes redecmable in 
specie on demand can do so by depositing at 
Washington $100,000 in bonds for each 
$80,000 in currency and by keeping a specie 
reserve amounting to 25 per cent of its circu- 
lation. ‘The circulation of any one bank has 
been limited to $1,000,000. A bill repealing 
this limitation has now passed both Houses 
of Congress, and only needs the Presi- 
dent’s signature. to become a law. It 
met with no opposition, except from 
Hotman, of Indiana. Now, Horx, of 
Indiana, is trying to get into the United 
States Senate by keeping his financial views 
unknown, so that any chance exposure of 
them has something of interest attaching to 
it. He opposed the bill on the wondrous 
ground that it would allow specie-paying 
banks to circulate Al the currency they could 
print! It is necessary for us to go back to 
the A BC of finance and teach Mr. Horman 
ec al. his letters. A bank which redecms 
its motes on demand in gold can never 
keep any more currency in ciroulation 
than the public absolutely needs, For as 


— 


} soon as the supply of paper money exceeds 


the demand, its value decreases. It can 
then be bought at a slight discount. Its 
holders, in order to avoid this loss, present 
it at the bank-counter for redemption. Thus 
the amount outstanding is reduced until sup- 
ply and demand are equal and the papor is 
at par. This is one of the simplest proposi- 
tions of finance, and Mr. Houtman had better 
devote a day or two to mastering it. As long 
as the gold banks have their circulation se- 
cured By a $100 gold bond and $25 gold re- 
serve for every $50 of currency issued, they 
can safely be allowed to increase their issues 
ad libitum. The trouble with the Indiana 
Detnocrats, whom Mr. Horman represents in 
Congress, is that they prefer irredeemable pa- 
per issued by the Government to redeem- 
able paper issued by the banks. They like 
to have money cheap,—cheap and nasty. 
The greenbacks fulfill these requisites, but 
the Pacific Slope wisely prefers gold and pa- 
per as good as gold.

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THE REGISTRY LAW. 

The Bourbons; of the State Legislature 
have put forward another card in the game 
which they are playing to concentrate and 
conserve their power as a party, in the shape 
of a bill introduced in the Senate by Aanr. 
zun, of Adams, to repeal the Registry law, 
which is at prosent the only safeguard of 
elections in cities. What the effect of this 
‘bill wil be can be best seen by exam- 
‘ining the law itself. These registers 
contain a list of the persons qualified to vote 
in each election district of cities, alphabet- 
ically arranged, so as to show in one column 
the name of the voter and in another col- 
umn his residence, and the list is preserved 
for the use of the judges on election day, and 
ample penalties are provided against false or 
double registration. The number attached 
to the voter’s name is placed upon the back 
of the ticket which he votes. This does not 
interfere with the secrecy of his ballot, but 
simply identifies it in case it is 
brought before @ court of inquiry in a 
contest. There ig no hardship cannected 
with this system, no invasion of | 
right, no injustice of any sort. Ample notice 
and time are given the voter to him- 
self, and, even should he fail to do eo, he still 
is not debarred from the right to cast hie 
vote. This he can do by furnishing to the 
judges an identifying witness and his affidavit 
in writing, stating therein that he is an in- 
habitant of the district and entitled to vote. 

This system has proved itself to be the best 
safeguard in elections,—the only check upon 
fraudulent voting yet devised. It not only 
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The Bourbon ssa in Mc down the 
Registry law simply places the ballot-box in 
the possession of the slams. It paves 
way for importations, and makes ‘ repeat- 
ing a safe and easy process. It places every 
election in the hands of the gamblers, shoul- 
| der-hitters, rowdies, and depraved 
the large ‘cities, and, as these classes form 
the chief material of the Bourbon party in 
all large cities which is utilized‘ in elections, 
of course itis for the interest of the Bour- 
bon leaders to utilize it as much as possible, 
to vote it early and vote it often. The 
repeal of the Registry law furnishes the means 
for doing it. It would inaugurate such 
an era of ballot-box-stuffing, repeating, 
and fraudulent voting as the cities of 
this State have never seen before, and 
Chicago and every other large city in which 
the brutal classes are numerous would be left 
at the mercy of rufflanism. The slums of 
Chicago would rule it, fill its offices, and dic- 
tate its laws, and Bourbonism would repeat 
here the frands, and corruptions, and villainies 
of Tammany in New York. This is the 
Bourbon . Now, we would like 
to ask the Independent Republicans of the 
Legislature if they are in favor of this inde- 
pendent style of voting; if they are disposed 
to remove the only safeguard we have of the 
purity of elections, and hand the ballot-box 
over to the control of the lowest and 
most depraved classes of the communi- 
ty; if they are going to join with the 
Bourbon League in virtually disfranchising 
the moral, honest, and respectable classes of 
the community, and giving municipal control 
to political bummers and social vagabonds ? 
If so, then they had better drop the name of 
Independent Republican and put on the 
Bourbon collar at once, that they may be 
known nn as such. 
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THE PROPOSED CITY CHARTER. 

We print this morning, in detail, the 
amendments, prepared by the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation of Chicago, to the general act of in- 
corporation of cities. The Legislature is 
to be asked to adopt them. These amend- 
ments substantially provide : | 

1. That when one-dighth of the voters of 
any city shall petition the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council to that effect, the latter shall, 
within sixty days after the presentation of 
the petition, submit the question of incor- 
poration under the general law to the vote of 
the people, and shall fix a day for such elec. 
tion not less than fifty nor more than ninety 
days after the passage of such ordinance. 

2. If at such election the majority shall vote 
for such organization under the general law, 
a general election under such new charter 
shall. be held on the third Tuesday of April 
succeeding, and the officors elected thereat 
shall serve until the next regular election at 
the time prescribed by such charter, which is 
in April of every odd-numbered year. The 
question of incorporation under the general 
law shall not be submitted oftener than once 
in four years, but it may be submitted in No- 
vember, 1875, and quadrennially thereafter. 

8. That the Mayor shall have power to re- 
move any officer not elected by the people, 
making report thereof, and of his reasons, to 
the Common Council. In case that Board, by 
a vote of two-thirds, shall, within ten days 
thereafter, disapprove the action of the Mayor, 
the officer shall be reinstated.

the other the Board of Aldermen, together 
forming the Common Council. All legisla- 
tion shall have the concurrent approval of 
both Boards. All ordinances making appro- 
priations or levying taxes shall originate in 
the Board of Aldermen. The members of 
the Board of Councilmen shall number 
thirteen, and shall be elected by general tick- 
et and serve four years, one-half going out 
every two years, 

6. That there shall be elected every two 
years a Mayor, City Counsel, Attorney, and 
Treasurer ; the Treasurer and Attorney to be 
elected at the game time and for the same 
term as the Mayor. No person to be eligible 
to the office of Treasurer oftener than once 
in four years. 

7. The Common Council may by ordi- 
nance, adopted by a two-thirds vote, provide

We wish to renew a suggestion made by 
Gov.

The people of Illinois have in their 
Constitution surrounded the Legislature with 
the most rigid restraints and restrictions, in 
order to protect the people of the State 
against reckless, improvident, and corrupt 
taxation and expenditure; while, at the same 
time, the Municipal Governments, which owe 
twenty times more debt than the State, and 
which raise by taxation and expend ten times 
as much monay as does the State, are almost 
left without legal restriction, and are compar- 
atively irresponsible. The oppressions of 
taxation are those levied by the local Govern- 
ments It is time that these Governments 
be not only surrounded by legal re- 
straints and checks, but that they be made 
responsible to the persons who elect them, 
and who are now plundered by them with 
impunity. 
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4 GRAVE QUESTION. 

There ig one phase of the Louisiana trouble 
that has failed to receive the earnest and 
prayerful consideration to which it is entitled 
at the hands of the Constitution-savers. 
What sentenee shall be passed upon the 
United States soldiers who so ruthlessly ‘‘ in- 
vaded the legislative balls of the “ sover- 
eign State of Louisiana at the call of the 
pro tem. Speaker WITZ and the Democratic 
members? What right had they to be igno- 
rant of the constitutional prohibition of Fed- 
eral interference except under certain condi- 
tions?

A CHANCE To BE PRAYED FOR. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune, 

Sprinerimcp, III., Jan. 18.— The Horse this

Call of the roll was then made for the intro- 
duction of bills, and thirty were offered aud 
passed a first reading. Among these was a bil! 
by Bogue, of Cook, providing for repayment of 
the 7.36 taxes collected under the Grab aet to 
the persons from whom the tax was collected. 
Of the tax so collected, the State Treasurer 
holds $430,466; County Treasurers, $267,232 ; 
the Treasurer of Cook County, $86,067.05. 

WHISKY IN THE RURAL bis rates. 

Thomas, of St. Clair, introduced his License 
bill. It provides that the County Boards of the 
several counties in this State may, in their dis- 
eretion, issue licensea to keep dram-shops: in 
their respective counties, but no license under 
the provisions of the bili shall be granted ip any 
incorporated city, town, or village. The bill de- 
fines a dram-shop to be a place where any spir- 
ituons, vinous, or malt liquors are retailed in 
less quantities than a gallon. The license fee is 
fixed at not less than $25 nor more than $100. 
In case the County Board refuse to issue licenses, 
on petitition of any twenty-five voters a special 
election shall be held on the question of license 
or no license. The bill, it will be seen, has been 
dranghted so as to exclude all towns and cities. 

A bill was also introduced authorizing the oan- 
cellation of mortgages by entry om the margin 
ef the record of the same. 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

Moore, of Marshall, introduced a Compulsory 
Education bill. It provides that parents or 
guardians of children between the age of 8 and 
14 years in any school-district in which there is 
a School for three months or more per year, 
shall cause such child to attend some day- 
school or shail instruct such chiid ™ in spelling, 
reading, writing, arithmetic, aed geography, 
at least three months Mm each year. 
The bil mdkes it the duty 
School Directors or Board of Education te 
prosecute violators of this provision of the bill 
and imposes a penalty of $5 upon ¢onviction. 
Sach phyvical or mental condition of chuldren as 
unfits them for aitendance, éxcuses it, as also 
does a reasonable proficiency in the studies 
named. Besides, two bills were introduced for 
the repeal of the act for the registration of 
voters.

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE, 
Spevial Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune, — 

Tors, Kan., Jan. 18.—The Governor's an- 
nual message was presented to the Legislature 
to-day. It is devoted entirely to State affairs, 
and isa very interesting and suggestive decu- 
ment. The message opens with a compreben- 
sive statement of the distress occasioned by 

THE GRASSHOPPER PLAGUE, 
and the efforts made for ite alleviation. The 
suffering is greatest, tha Governor says, in the 
counties lying west of the sixth meridian, whose 
population is of the most recent date. East of 
the hne the want is limited, and in the populous 
and older settled counties there is pleuty to sup- 


ply the wants of the people. 
REMARKABLE INCREASE OF POPULATION, 

He adds that, in the devastated districts, the 
population has itmcreased, since 1870, from 
16,000 to over 100,000, and that fully 50 per cent 
of this increase has occurred within the past 
year. The following summary of the increase 
of population in the bounties particularly af- 
flicted ie given; North of the Kansas Pacific 
Road, the counties which seem to be in the most 
destitute condition are Jewell, Smitb, Phillips, 
Norton, Decatur, Rooka, and Osborne. containing 
a population of 20,144. In 1870, they had bat 306 
people, and at least three-fourtus of those now 
there have gone there within the last two years. 
South of the Kansas Pacific the counties mostly 
afflicted are Reno, Rice, Harvey, Edwards, Bar- 
tan, Rush, and Barbour. The population of 
these counties in 1870 was seven persons. It is 
now 15,231, and at least three-fourths of these 
people date their settlement back less than 
tweaty-four months.

JUDGE MORRIS SITS DOWN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chirage Tribune. 

New Tonk, Jah. 13.—Judge Morris closed his 
Opening address in the Brooklyn scandal suit 
this morning, and two witnesses were called to 
the stand,—Augustus Maverick and Francis L. 
Moulton, Mr. Morris reviewed the proceedings 
of the Plymouth Church Investigating Commit- 
tee after the publication of Mr. Tilton’s letter 
to Dr. Bacon, and contended that every act of 
Mr. Beecher in connection with that inquiry was 
virtually anedmission of guilt. He referred to 
two of the (witnesses for the prosecu- 
tioo—Francis B. Carpenter and Fran- 
cis D. Moulton. The announcement 
that Mr. Carpenter would ‘testify that Mr. 
Beecher had confossed his guilt to him was a 
surprise to every one. 

| MOULTON ON THE STAND. 

After the recess, Augustus Maverick gave un- 
important testimony in relation to Mr. Tilton's 
marriage, and then Mr. Moulton was examined 
by ex-Judge Fullerton.

On the 14th of last September a petition was presented 
to the Council, stating, under oath,—and ber state- 
mats verified by affidavits of other reliable citizens, — 
thet in December, 1873, while walking along Wabash 
avenue, near Eighteenth street, she slipped on ap ice- 
coverea sidewalk and feli, and broke her arm, or 
wrist, almost equare off ; that said fall was caused by 
no fault of her own, but by reason of said sidewalk 
being thickly coated all over with very elippery ice, 
which ice had covered said sidewalk for two days and 
nights without any attempt on the part of the autdori- 
thes to remove it; that said ive formed on said side- 
waik from water escaping from s hogs used at a fire 
in that vicinity some days before; that her mother 
and lite brother and sister were dependent on her 
for their support; that at the time of said injury she 
was earning $5 per day giviug lessons in iustru- 
mental music, and that on account of said injury 
she lost ail of suid exrnings, and was deprived of 
thé power of supporting he. said mother and little 
brother and sister, and was herself confined to the 
bouse for three mouths, and under the care of a skilled 
plypician for six or seven weeks, and was not able to 
earn anything for about six mouths, and at the time 
of presenting said petition had oniy got back about 31 
per day of her former business; that she had to pay 
her physician §100, and that her actual damages, iu 
logs of business and money paid out, was $2,000; to 
say nothing of the excruciating su fermg she endured, 
A careful anaiysis will show that, if her statements 
were true, she did not overestimate ber actual dam- 
ages. This petition was referred by some one, to me 
unknown, to the Judiciary Committee, and this refer- 
ence, T desire to reiterate, was by no means unusual, 
as our records willehow. At the first meeting of our 
Committee after the reference, we sent the whole mat- 
ter to the Law Departmect, to see if tue facts set forth 
tu said potition were true. After a iapse oi three 
months we succeeded in geiting it tack, but mot 
till I uad consdued several days in trying to find 
the champion aefiidavit-marker, in whose hands 
I wes informed it had been placed, end from hiu 1 
learned, and he cannot deny it, even in his afidavit, 
that his three months’ search had satisfied bim that 
the facts as state in said peiition were substasiiaily 
tri % The City Attorney then indorsed on said peti- 
tim. that from the facts as ascertained he dit not 
think the city was liable, But, asevfping the facts to 
be as st ted in said petition, and Strou« u they 
were substantially true, I, and a majority of our 
Uommittee, were compelled to differ with the City 
Attorne, in his opinion. We thougat that justice and 
bumanity requhed that the poor woman should be 
paid something, We thought it was negligence in the 
city to isave the sidewalk, in so public « street as 
Wabash avenue, in such a dangerous condition for twe 
days. We thought that any jury would give der good 
round damages, and that it wes for the interests of 
the city to offer her $1,000, half of her claim, rather 
than have the matter go into a court, aud we so re-

Commissioner Holden then asked Mr. Lonergan 
where he got the information exonerating Mr, Kin- 
berly, and asked him if it was from Kimberly himself.

“THE ORIGIN OF LANCUACE.” 
CONVERSATIONAL LECTURE LAST EVENING. 
Mr. D. B. Mills delivered one of his plexsant conver- 


gational lectures last evening, at the residence of Mr. 


Webster, No. 475 West Washington street, In spite of 
the imtense cold, which might easily have congealed 
both thought and expression, the large drawing-room 
of Mr, Webster's house was well filled with representa- 
tive members of the intellectual society of Chicago, 
After some voting as to what lecture Mr. Miils should de- 
liver, that upon Tue Origin of Language” was finally 
decided upon, and proved to be fraught with interest 
to all present, The various schools that have adopted 
different theories were discussed. The bow-wow or 
imitative theory; the poh! poh! or inter qectional the- 
Ory ; and lastly, that of Max Muller, who, repudiating 
both of the others, ecopte that which supposes lan- 
guage to have arisen from s ringing in the brain, or 3 
sort of mental gong, and thence called the ding- 
dong theory. Mr. Mills throughout favored the 
22 theory, that which arises from 
In endeavor to imitate thought first by signs, and 
afterwards by sounds expressive of the moaning to be 
conveyed. He believed all languages to be traceable to 
@ few roots. and these were in many cases identical in 
digerent languages. He brought many interesting 
fliastrations to bear upon his subject. and the remarks 
élici.ed in reply were both amusing ud suggestive. 
One gentleman insisted upon a fourth theory, differing 
from either of the above, to de etudied un- 
mediately from the lips of children, whe 
teem to have oa faculty of originating «4 
language of their own. arguing therefere that lan- 

o Was, to a certain extent, accidental, and not re- 
24 to certain defined root, but that the roots 
were made by the child. In tepiy it was advanced 
that the child was, to a certain extent, “an heir of all 
the ages,” and in that light must have inherited all 
the Previous culture of his afcestors. His menial

In fact, he seems to have 
arrived at the conclusion that this slow growth of 
kinguagé sta:ing from elementary imitative 
andes mot mucn more definable in meaning 
érigimelly than the song of tbe bird er 
auen of the pig, argues sirongly im 
favor of the Darwinian tneory of @ uten. He 
spoke of the manner in which Mingusge had been do- 
¥eloped, and the mdefinite changes from its original 
Wearing caused by dialectical fegeneration and pho- 
netic decay, To these two causes be attributed neariy 
all the cuange and modification of lauguage. He end- 
od by the Lypothesis that thougutand language are 
co- c stent, arguing that ro thought can be decisive 
aud defluite without sume expression, either by signs 
or words, and that. wo are necessary to 
make it valle und available. Other thought 
expressed by signs must necessarily be variable and 
indefinite, as well as evanescent. Once éxpressed in 
words, it acquires a force which is sud further deter- 
ned oy s¢ymbolical writing, that being the natural 
guigrowin of language.

About six months ago, i will be remembered, | 


George R. Chittenden began a suit in the Circuit Court 
here against Robert McOleliand and Charles E. den- 
kins, laying damages at $100,000. Chittenden charged 
that DeGolyer & MocOleliand were a firm in Washing- 
ton who took contracts for paving strecte with a wood- 
en pavement of which DeGolyer was the patentee, and 
that be had made an arrangement with them to solicit 
contracts within certain limita, and to receive one-third 
of the profits neceived from such jobs, Chittenden 
then went on to étate that he obtained a contract from 
the Board of Public Works of Washington to peve that 
city, the firm of DeGolyer & McClelland to do the 
Yusiness and to receive $3.50 per square yard for all 
pavement laid, while the cost was only $1.40. He 


claimed that the firm had not done “the sqtare | 


thing” by him, but had refused or neglected to 
do the work in a satisfactory manner, so that the 
contract was rescinded ; and that they had aleo re- 
fused to account with him for his share, which he 
thought was worth $100,000. 

A few days ago McCielland and Jenkins filed some 
pleas, by leave of Court, in which they show how their 
job was done. The defendants state that on divers days 
in February, March, April, May, and June, 1872, while 
the question of making the award was still pending, 
and undetermined, before the Board of Public Worka, 
Chittenden “ unlawfully, corruptly, and against public 
policy,’’ gave them to understand that it was necessary 
for them to pay about $100,000 to obtain the desired 
contract from the Board. DeGolyer & McClelland ad- 
vanced $97,500, and out of this they say Chittenden paid 
Richard Parsons, the Marshal of the Supreme Oourt, 
$10,000, to apply to the Board and the members sever- 
ally, to obtain the award.
